Like all other small fruits these need a rich soil 
to get best results. The worms that eat the foliage 
can be killed by sprinkling bushes with water to 
which Paris Green has been added at the rate of a 
teaspoonful to ten quarts of water. This should 
be done as soon as bushes feaf out and again in 
two weeks.

If you want low, stocky bushes that will pro- 
duce large berries, pinch the end of the canes 
when they vet two and a half to three feet high, 
and following spring cut the side branches back toe 
eighteen inches in length. Cut out all suckers or 
sprouts that come up between the rows.

By planting both early and late varieties you 
can have fresh strawberries from four to five 
weeks in succession. They produce the most per 
acre and do it in less time after planting than any 
other fruit. 


NOTE—Have given no description of strawber- 
ries as they are all good. While one variety may 
produce better than another one year, it may not 
the next. Hence there is no one variety tnat is 
the best every year. 


Owing to the variableness of the pollen, it is a 
good rule to plant a number of kinds in one plant- 
ation. Also set early and late varieties to give a 
succession of fruit. In growing the plants we 
keep each variety properly labeled, so that our 
plants are true to name. 1.u.ey are grown on very 
strong land; are not to be compared with the 
small, sickly plants grown on sand and offered at 
a low price.
